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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-22 are allowed.

6,794,534. The closest prior art teaches an active metathesis 
catalysts used to polymerize a host of olefins including cyclic 
olefins. However, the present claims differ from the closest 
prior art in the following respect: a transition metal 
alkylidene complex containing a cyclic group of known size, 
whereby: the cyclic olefin monomer successively inserts into the 
cyclic group to increase the size thereof in a stepwise manner 
without detachment of any linear species from the complex.
